Betai area of Nadia District. West Bengal. Flic small 
patrol faced this onslaught with determination and vigorously 
fought the numerically superior opposition. When the 
patrol was running short ot ammunition. Constable Bclochan 
Prosad Surma volunteered to dash to the outpost and get 
reinforcements. Tins involved crossing open ground under 
intense fire from the Pakistani forces. Unmindful the danger. 
Constable Sarma dashed across the open mca and reached 
the outpost and reported the attack on the patrol. He then 
picked up n heavy load of ammunition and rushed back. 
While doing so, he was hit by a bullet In ihe abdomen, but 
despite his grave injury he forced his way back to the patrol 
and succeeded in his mission. Soon after Ihe reinforcements 
arrived and the Pakistani firing was silenced. The injured 
Constable was removed to hospital where, however, he 
succumbed to his injuries the next day.
